Mrs. Dittmar does not know the 
boy. She has had other letters from the 
mother of the Panama girl since Dittmar 
eloped with the child. 

According to the story told by the sol- 
dier and the Panama girl's mother, Ditt- 
mar, his 14 year old wife, whose name was 
Avida Shirley, and a second woman up- 
posed to be Ivy Hackett, a native either 
of Colombia or Venezuela, chartered the 
ten ton schooner Emperador, Capt. Ava- 
uno Taurino and a crew of two men. 


Captain's Body Found. 

A day or two later, the body of the eap- 
tain was found on a lonely mountain trail. 
There wee @ bullet hole through the brain. 
Dittmar hed taken the ship and satled 
away with his crew oftwomen. He made 
port in a small town on the coast and 
the crew deserted. Dittmar is known to 
have approached a number of seamen on 
the docks, asking them to sail with him, 
but whether or not he picked up a crew 
is unknown. 

About 3 o'clock in the morning, he sailed 
away. The women were with him The 
brather of the ship’s captain meanwhile 
had reached the town and accused Ditt- 
mar of murder.

Oscar Neebe, Who Becapea 


Death Sentence, Later Par- 
doned, Succumbs 


MAY GET TRIBUTE. 


Oscar W. Neebe, the only one of the 
convicted Haymarket rioters to escape 
the death sentence, died yesterday in his 
residence, 1717 Hammond street. He was 
65 years old, 

Neebe was sentenced to Joliet by Judge 
Joseph Gary and Was pardoned dy Gov. 
Altgeld in 1893. His seven companions, 
August Spies, Albert R. Parsons, Adolph 
Fischer, George Engel. Louis Lingg, Sam- 
uel Fielden, and Michael Schwab, were 
| all sentenced to death. The first five were 
sentenced to be hanged and the sentences 
of the others commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 


Neebe Least Culpable. 
Neebe was considered the least culpable 
of the anarchists, and States Attorney 
Julius S. Grinnell in his address to the 
jury said he would not ask the death 
penalty for him. The other seven came 
under a general verdict of. death. 
Neebe served in the Joliet penitentiary 
from 1886 until 1893, when he was given 
an absolute pardon by Gov. Altgeld. 
Since that time he has lived quietly in 
his Hammond street home. 


Tribute by Anarchists. 

Ilis funeral tomorrow is expected to be 
the occasion of a tribute by local ararchist 
groups. While Neebe was not active in 
the work of the anarchists, it is said the 
members of the society look upon his death 


Jas a fitting time for a memorial to the 


execution of his comrades in the Hay- 
market riot. 

Lingg. one of the convicted men, on the 
day he was to have been hanged ended 
his own life by biting a dynamite cart- 
ridge. 


CALHOUN FEARS WEALTH 
CLOGS NATIONAL SPIRIT. 


Former Minister to China Says U. S. 
May Not Rally Against Crisis as 
It Did in Civil War. |

| Any ‘Bottom That Will Carry 


Freight Commands Fab-

LAKE VESSELS IN DEMAND, 


BY HENRY M. HYDE, 

The greatest game 
in the world just now 
is gambling in ocean 
liners. For hectic 
tales of great for- 
tunes won in a month 
—tales which drip 
easy millions — the 
office of any ship 
broker is a better 
source than a western mining camp just 
after a big strike. | 

It adds interest to the story that the 
people who have been worst “stung,” 
who have paid the most enormous profits 
to the speculators are exactly the biggest 
and, presumably, the -shrewdest cor 
porations in the country. The Standard 
Oil company, for instance, recently paid 
a premium of $1,000,000 above the con- 
tract price to have transferred to it the 
ownership of half a dozen tank steam- 
ers, the keels of some of which have 
actually not yet been laid. ‘ 


Ocean Freight Rates Soar. 

The $1,000,000 was paid simply be 
cause prompt delivery of the completed 
steamers is worth that much more to 
the company than to wait until boats 
now under construction or contract can 
be finished and work on new orders 
started. Present ocean freight rates 
are eo high that almost any steamer, fit 
to ply the high seas, can pay for itself 
in two or three voyages of thirty days 
each, 

For instance, the freight rate on a ton 
of coal from Hampton Roads, Va., to 
Buenos Aires in the Argentine is just 
now $25. A ship that can carry 5,000 
tons will earn $125,000 on a single voy- 
age, And it is almost impossible to get 
bottoms even at that enormous rate. 

About a year ago two very young 
men were clerks in the office of a New 
York ship broker. They could command 
little capital, but they foresaw the in- 
creasing demand for shipping, the tre- 
mendous rise in ocean freight rates, 
which would make almost anything that 
will float a gold mine. And they deter- 
mined to plunge. They knew the loca- 
tion of a wrecked and badly damaged 
ocean freighter—littie more than an 
abandoned hulk. 


Make Fortune on One Hulk. 
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Its owners were glad to accept an offer 


of $30,000 for what was left of their prop- 
erty, with a comparatively small pay- 
ment down to bind the bargain. Theo 
the young purchasers opened negotia- 
tions with a big shipyard. Its engineers 
made an examination of the hulk and esti- 
mated that $300,000 would put the 
wrecked ship in good order, fully equipped 
and ready for the sea.

Case of the Jesse Spaulding, 

Not long ago a Chicago ship broker 
bought the old Jesse Spaulding, a great 
lakes steamer, with its home port at Chi- 
cago, for $175,000.

heard of for $185,000. Three months later 
he offered $300,000 for the Spaulding, but 
was told that if he cared to raise his offer 
to $375,000 it would be considered, but 
would prohably not be accepted. 

Meanwhile a speculator had chartered 
the Spaulding for $7,000 a month. Six 
times in quick succession that charter on 
the old lake boat was sold and resold. 
The last purchaser paid $35,000 a montb 
for the charter. 

Another Chicago man last week refused 
an offer of $325,000 cash for an old steamer 
he had bought for $125,000 a year before. 

Comb Lakes for Vessels. 

Bo tremendous has become the demand 
for ocean tonnage that the great lakes 
have been fairly combed for all sorts of 
steam and sailing craft which are not too 
big to get through the Welland and St. 
Lawrence canals and which can be used 
in any kind of ocean or coastwise trade. 

Even old sailing schooners, which have 


1 
. almost driven out of business, 7 
eagerly snapped up. Almost any craft is 
now worth at least three times its selling 
value before the great war began. 

Only last week a sale was completed of 
gome thirty sailing schooners and small 
steamers which have been painfully gath- 
ered up in various lake ports. In the last 
eighteen months more than 150 veseels of 
various sizes have gone down the St. 
Lawrence river from the lakes to take a 
permanent partin ocean borne commerce. 


Shipyards Work Overtime. 

Meanwhile every shipyard in the United 
States is working overtime and bas orders 
on hand which it will take much more 
than a year to complete. Unfortunately 
most of these orders are so placed that 
they will add nothing to the American 
merchant marine. 

It was a little group of Swedish and 
Norwegian shipping men who, with no 
great amount of capital, but plenty of 
nerve and foresight, slipped in and have 
taken the cream of profit off the present 


shipping boom. Many months ago they 
Placed scores of orders for ships wih 
American ship builders. Many of these 
| contracts they have sold, before the ships 
were completed, at enormous advance 

A single firm of Swedish ship specu- 
laters is said to have taken a profit of 
more than $2,000,000 out of the American 
ship market in the last year. They still 
control a large share of the ships now 
on the stocks. Other shipyards, on both 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, are en- 
tirely occupied with the building of tank 
steamers for the Standard Oil and other 
large oil exporting companies. 

These ships will, of course, not be avail- 


able for general export trade. The hum- 


* 


ber of ships actually building for actual 
transportation companies is small, The 
American merchant marine will not be 
greatly increased. 

In the meantime, instead of playing 
with “war brides” and war babies,” 
the man who wants to get rich quick and 
is willing to take a gambler's chance is 
advised to find a steamer he can buy for 
not more than twice what it is worth.

— Laboratories, 


CURTIS COMPANY LOSES 
FIGHT FOR STREET STANDS. 


Supreme Court Dismisses Appeal In- 


volving Right to Sell Saturday 
Evening Post with Newspapers. 


According to a decision of the state Su- 
preme court, made public yesterday by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Chipman, 
the Curtis Publishing company cannot 
compel the city of Chicago to allow the 
sale of the Saturday Evening Post on 
news stands in Chicago. 

Some time ago a temporary injunction 
was grantetd to the publishing company 
against the city, but this was later dis- 
solved and the company appealed. 

The Supreme court dismissed the ap-

If nolders of divisional bonds of the Mis- 
eourl Pacific railway bad known that 
part of the property on which they had a 
mortgage was not earning interest 
charges they could have sold their bonds 
long before the company went into a re- 
ceiver’s hands. 

No railway company publishes reports | 
of the earnings of its different divisions 
and most roads do net even compile such 
reports.

Heavy Selling Pressure, 
New York, April 22.—Heavy and per- 


sistent selling pressure was again highly 
effective during today’s two hour session 
the recess of the preceding day merely 
accentuating the extent of the liquidating 
movement. Trading was far the largest 
of any recent week end, more than half 
of the sales representing the output in the 
final hour, when the list was almost with- 
out semblance of support. 


The German and Mexican crises, for as 


such they are regarded by the financial 
community, were again the factors 
around which the feverish market cen- 
tered. Special stocks, that description 
applying more directly to the munitions, 


equipments, minor industrials and oils, 


were steadily liquidated, with few excep- 
tions recording lowest prices of the year. 


In general these issues are 30 to 50 points 
under last year’s best quotations. 


Among the Weak Issues. 
Among the weakest issues were General 


Motors, which fell 20 to 410; Mexican Pe- 


troleum, 10 to 89; United States Industrial 


Alcohol, 6 to 137; Crucible Steel, 7% to 75; 
Baldwin Locomotive, 6% to 84; Stude- 
baker, 7 to 121%; American Smelting, 6 to 
88%; Greene Cananea, 5 to 41%; Texas 
company, 5 to 180; American Car, 5½ to 
55, and various others of that class, 8 t˖ 5 
points. 


United States Steel, which outstripped 


all other stocks in volume of offerings, 
manifested some steadiness at first, but 
fell back 2 to 80 as the selling movement 
gathered greater momentum. Rails were 
immune for a time, but the same cause 


was operative in that quarter later, the 


eastern lines, coalers, grangers, and 
transcontinentals losing from 1 to 2 points. 


Mercantile Marine preferred was con- 


spicuous for its relative strength, but 
yielded a point on its very large overturn. 


General News Variable. 

General news of the day was more vari- 
able than usual, ranging from the usual 
optimistic reviews of mercantile condi- 
tions and enlarged bank clearings to labor 
troubles and further conflicting move- 
ments in foreign exchange. Marks ofthe 
German remittance moved further in 
favor of Berlin, checks to that center 
being quoted at 704, against the recent 
rate of 75%. Lires also were better, with 
no change in London and Paris rates. 

There were signs of liquidation in bonds, 
some issues receding materially on large 
offerings. United States coupon and reg- 
lsered 8s and coupon 4s declined K and 
Panama 8s registered % per cent on call 
during the week.

STATE ATTORNEY 
ASSAILS LORIMER 
IGNORANCE PLEA 


Calls Testimony About News- 
paper Persecution Mere Bid 


for Sympathy of Jury. 


— 


William Lorimer's plea of ignorance 
and persecution was bitterly denounced 
yesterday in Judge Dever’s court by As- 
sistant States Attorney William H. 
Holly in his opening argument asking the 
conviction of the former senator on 
charges of conspiracy and embezzlement 
resulting from the failure of the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank. Lori- 
mer’s story of newspaper persecution the 
prosecutor stigmatized as a bid for the’ 
sympathy of the jurors without any bear- 
ing on the case whatever, and the former 
senator’s declaration of ignorance was 
ridiculed. 

A guilty conscience, Holly said, warned 
Lorimer against discussing the affairs of 
the bank after the failure with anybody 
except Albert Fink, his attorney. The 
former senator’s assertion that he saw 
in the newspapers that he would be in- 
dicted was declared false by the prose- 
cutor, who said Lorimer knew the state's 
attorney's office was not run by the news- 


papers. 
“Universal Liar.” 

One official of the bank, the prosecutor 
said, testified on the stand that he 
learned Charles B. Munday was a uni- 
versal liar after a few months passed 
in the bank. If this man, Holly said, 
learned so much about Munday in a few 
months, Lorimer “‘ should have found it 
out in five minutes.“ Holly then point- 
ed out that the witness had said prac- 
tically everybody in the bank knew Mun- 
day for a “* universal liar.” 

“It wouldn’t be a proper thing,” Holly 
told the jurors, for you to say by your 
verdict, ‘Mr. Lorimer, you can rob the 
depositors of the La Salle Street bank 
because the newspapers have persecuted 


>| you for years.’ The statement Mr. Lori- 


mer made to you that he has been pursued 
and hounded by the newspapers was 
made for the one purpose of arousing your 
sympathies. ‘ 

“I hope algo that each of you gentle- 
men has as clear a conscience as Mr. Lori- 
mers when he says that he never con- 
sciously did anything he would not want 
any honorable man or good woman to 
know.’ No mortal man before Mr. Lori- 
mer ever made such a statement, and Mr. 
Lorimer made it only to arouse your sym- 
pathies.

HERE'S a young man in ‘Chicago | 
who probably will toss a bit on the 
feathers tonight. .They call him 
the “ Bristling Blond Tiger.“ but 
he is better known as Ever Ham- 

mer. The cause of his perturbed state 
of mind will be due to the fact that he is 
going to get his chance, hia, first one, to 
grab a world’s title tomorrow night in 
the arena of the National Athletic clubin 
Milwaukee. , 
Freddie Welsh, champion, ‘is ‘giving 
Hammer the opportunity. Now it is up 
to the Chicagoan to prove to the fistic 
world that he is qualified to carry the 
burdens “of a titleholder. Of course it 
is not tobe a regular championship affair, 
for it is hard to make one believe that a 
battle over the ten round route, is a 
real test of the merits of a couple of boys 
as fast asthe champion and the Brist- 
Hing Blond Tiger.“ It's the twenty round 
stuff that most folks figure necessary to 
show the matter of supremacy. 
But even if this contest is limited to the 
Shorter distance of ten rounds, it is 
perfectly satisfactory to Hammer, fora 
crack at a chempion over any old route 
means a lot, and the Chicago boy is going 
to make the most of his opportunity. 
Champion Welsh doesn't look upon this 
meeting with Hammer as anything more 
than an interesting workout, in which re- 
ect his viewpoint is the direct opposite 
of that of Hammer.

IRON BASEBALL 
“AS HURLING AID 
Io Sor COBBS 


Since baseball was invented it has in the 

main been a battle of wits between pitch- 
er and batter. As games with plenty of 
hitting are more popular than those with 
few swats, the hurler has had more 
handicaps placed on him than the bats- 
man. It is a common sight to see mem- 
bers of the wrecking crew swinging two 
bats while awaiting their turns. It must 
be a terrible sight for the pitcher, but 
there is relief in sight for him. 
Ik in the future when Ty Cobb advances 
near the plate swinging two war clubs 
you see the pitcher dig into his jeans for 
a black looking ball and go through some 
motions akin to those of shot putter, you 
will know he is taking advantage of a 
new scheme now, being exploited by Harry 
Burton of A. G. Spalding & Bros. 


It's an Iron Ball. 

The black looking ball is made of iron 
and resembles the ordinary baseball, even 
to the seams on its surface. It weighs 
three pounds. five ounces. With this ball 
the pitcher makes several throwing mo- 
tions and then seizes the regulation 
sphere, which compared with the weight 
he has just handled, feels as heavy as a 
soap ‘bubble. 

It requires little brains to figure out the 
possibilities, Think of a floater come 
over the plate like a piece of thistle down 
sailing on the summer breeze and imagine 
the batsmen swiping ‘at the ball before 
it was half way to the plate. On the other 
hand, think of Walter Johnson throwing 
this psychologically lightened sphere at 
top speed. There seems to be trouble in 
store for wrecking crews. Also, some of 
the glass armed pitchers may be rejuve- 
nated by the new invention. 


One Problem to Be Solved. 

There is one problem to be solved. 
Where will the pitcher put the iron ball? 
Possibly the national commission will 
permit of the installation of a small stor- 
age cellar cl to the slab. Then no 
matter how many bats the striker swings, 
the pitcher always can bring the same 
number of iron balis into action.

NEAR VERDUN 


Terror of Shell Fire Told. by 


“Tribune” Man Who Just 
Escaped Death, 


BY JAMES O’DONNELL BENNETT. 
War Correspondent of The Tribune. ] 

VERDUN BATTLEFIELD, March 
30.—Descending from a wind-swept 
height which gave a view of burn- 
ing Verdun, we swung into half a 
mile of curving highway. Like all 
highways in this tumbled region this one 
sometimes skirts and sometimes crawls 
over the round knobs of hills. It reaches 
its lowest level at the untidy village of 
L A few hundred yards outside the 
village it is commanded by a German 
battery of six pieces—an uncovered bat- 
tery eave for a few small trees and 
branches of larger trees stuck up. | 

When our party of fifteen soldiers and 
correspondents came down from the hill 
and struck into the highway we sep- 
arated into groups of three or four and 
walked two or three hundred feet apart. 


This was to avoid drawing the fire of | 


an extremely energetic French battery. 
As a rule cannoneers do not consider 
it worth while to fire on groups of three 
or four. But a party of tiiteen moving 
in close erder presents a temptation 
that even a battery commander who is 
saving his shelis cannot be counted upon 
to resist. 
BURNING VERDUN IN VIEW. 
So we moved along with consideraDie 
confidence. Ou the hultop we had had the 
view of Verdun cathearal tower thrust 
up like a biack finger from a lake of 


‘‘gmoke, and we had seen the suburb of 


Belle ville and Fort de Belleville, we 
thought, so thickly wrepped in smoke 
that it seemed as if the siwation there 
must be extremely desperate. 

Drawing near the village we had to pass 
the six piece German battery which com- 
manded the road. Coming up from ths 
village in the morning we had had two 


minutes to scurry along in front of the 


battery before it resumed fire. 
At that time the French had not found 


it and except for the danger of being 


bowled over by the draft of the German 
shells as they passed over our heads or 
having some mischief done té the ear 
drums by the report of the guns, there 
was no peril in walking in front of the 
battery if we made good time during the 
two minutes allowed us. 


FRENCH GUNS GET RANGE. 

Upon our return from the hilitop the 

situation im and around the battery had 
changed. There was no two minute al- 
lowance for promenaders now. The six 
guns—the caliber of which would be 
stricken out by the military censor tf I 
put it in—were working briskly and some- 
times fired salve.“ which means aite- 
gether and which produces a sound worth 
hearing but wearing on the ears. 

For two hours the French had been feel- 
ing for this battery, knowing thet as it 
commanded an important highway, it de- 
served their special attention. Just as 
we returned to the battery they found 
it. In fact, when we were 300 yards from 
it their shells were falling so near that 
we were warned by the gesticulations 
and shouts of the cannoneers not to pass 
in front of their guns but to come in be- 
hind them. 

Just as we were turning in off the road 
to the guns a French shell came scream- 
ing from the south and fell in a field at 
the bottom of the slope behind the hat-

tery. It sent up a fountain of grayish 
emoke which was like nothing so much 
as spray of dirty dishwater, and it put 
great deliberation into our hearts, 

It had fallen 150 yards behind and a 
little to the left of the battery—not near 
enough to make one wish to run but near 
enough to create a feeling of anxiety 
mat was akin to apprehension.

walk rapidly, having by this time come in 
behind the battery. 


Shells Falling Closer. 

Ihe underofficer directing the fire was 
screaming orders; the cannoneers, bent 
nearly double, their faces shining with 
perspiration, were loading and firing with 
a rapidity that was almost franticand yet 
wa: witnout any suggestion of panic 
The guns were being fired by ones and 
twos, Two of them had just been fired 
when a third French shell struck fifty 
yards behind the third gun of the bat- 
tery. It had passed directly over our 
heads. 

This correction of fire—from 150 yards 
to 100 yards and from 100 yards to fifty 
yards, all in the course of perhaps two 
minutes—meant that if that rate was 
maintained the fourth shell would strike 
inside the battery. 

It did. 

“Run, gentlemen, run!” the soldiers 
in our party shouted, and their orders 
were emphatically indorsed by the Ar- 
gentine correspondent. He knew as well 
as the Germans with us that such rapid 
correction of fire meant the utmost peril. 
„They have got the range, hescreamed, 
and ran. We followed. 


Sees Gunners in Battery. 

As I plunged over the uneven dirt floor 
of the battery I could see the wet faces, 
bare heads, and wide, wild eyes of the 
cannoneers, and somehow I never before 
telt so near to men in my life. One thinks 
fast under such conditions, and I remem- 
ber .that the thought ran through my 
mind, I wonder if it's with these good 
fellows that I am going to finish lite; 
and I may add without any sentimental- 
izing that there was a kind of comfort 
in the thought. 

Meanwhile the fourth shell was on its 
way to us. While it was coming the 
underofficer who was directing the fire 
screamed “Salve!” and all the guns 
spoke’ together. The roar of that volley 
did not make my heart turn over as it 
bas done in times past, because this time 
my mind was so intent upon the ap- 
proaching French shell that all other 
sounds seemed unimportant. 

As I ran I passed a bombproof, and I 
remember wondering whether the wisest 
thing to do would be to plunge into it. 
That thought was brushed away by an- 
other: “No; perhaps this bombardment 
will last for hours, and if it does the 


Germany Battery Hit. 
So I kept on running. 
We had reached, I should say, the fifth 
gun of the battery, or fernaps the last 
one, when the fourth Frouch shell struck 
it. It, uke the one before, had fallen be- 
hind the third gun, but tnstead of fifty 
yards behind it, only fifteen. This I was 
told later by colleagues who were be- 
hind me. 
1 did not wait to verify anything. I 
was legging it to the giad free landscape 
stretching so sweetly beyond the iow 
parapets of the battery. Just as the 
fourth French shell struck I stepped on 
something soft, that nearly tripped me. 
L looked down. It wae Brown ot theNew

“ A splinter has struck him and thrown 
him down,” I thought, and I clutched at 
his arm. But he was not wounded. Ex 
pecting spilinters he hac thrown himself 
on the ground in the hope of escaping 
them. I can see his face as I plunged 
over him. It was not white, and there was 
no fear in the eyes. Rather an expres- 
sion of complete amazement. You might 
say it was wonder, combined with hope- 
lessness or helplessness. He pulled him- 
self to his me again ard together Moe 
ran on. 


Flee During the Lull. 
The fourth shell had fal.en between the 
under officer and his guns, and he was 
legging it down the slope. His men were 
huddied under.their guns. This also I 
was told by those who vere behind me. 
After the German “ salve *’ and the fourth 


fire iooked ominous, and we began to 
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sides, and we all took advaritege of that 
lull to make time. 

It seemed essential that we should, for 
our way—our only way—lay through a 
lane of German shells which were piled 
to a height of perhaps four feet on each 
side of the highway for a distance of s 
city block. If the ambitious French 
should pop a shell into that mass of am- 
munition it would be.the end for us, and 
no good throwing ourselves on the 
ground to escape splinters. But the 
French evidently were taking breath 
after the German “salve,” and we got 
safely down the highway into the vfi- 
lage of L—~—. 

Reaching that point, which was safe 
enough to seem like heaven, everybody 
grinned and laughed rather foolishly, and

Too Scared to Tremble, 
Later, everybody, feeling bound to fol- 
low the example of the young Goethe, 
who had set down his impressions of the 
“cannon fever” when he was under fire 
at Valmy, only a few miles from where 
we are everybody, I say, felt bound to 
make an analysis of his impressions. 
The fret fact that bore on me when I 
felt I was safe was that 
trembling. 


more frightened. And when I tried to 
figure out why I was not trembling it 
came to me that there is one sensation 
which smothers and keeps down even the 
sensation of fear whén one is under bat- 
tery fire, and that is the sensation of 
utter confusion, or complete helpless- 
ness. 
Even to run seems useless, and yet 
there is an agonized yearning for space, 
and it serves all the purposes of fear in 
that it sets the legs going. Perhaps it is 
fear, and yet I cannot remember that in 
our flight anybody moaned or cried or 
swore or gave any of the other cus- 
tomary signs of fear. I think the thought. 
that kept us all up was that probably 
we could not escape but that possibly 
we might. In other words, we expected 
the worst but subconsciously counted on 
a little luck. 

Fells Helpless in Flight. 
One of the subthreads of emotion which 
tangled my faculties as we flew out of 
the battery and which I can disentangle 
now was a wild hope that if the French 
shell did strike in my path it would do 
its work instantly and not leave me 
lying there for hours, mangled and 
bleeding. At Przemys! 1 had seen horses 
that had been torn but not killed 
As I look back on the experience of this 
morning the chief horror of it seems to 
have been the waiting for the shell to 
strike ‘A modern shell,“ Brown said, 
“is like a rattlesnake—it gives you 
plenty of warning.” Yes, it gives you 
plenty of warning of a kind, but it 
not give you much chance. You have 
time for a genéral survey of your past 
life, but not much time to get anywhere. 
Once in the trenches near Perronne, a 
French rifleman sitting twenty yards 
distant in the opposite trenches took two 
shots at Edwin Weigle of. THz TRIBUNE 
and me. That was teasing and sufficient- 
ly unsettling, but it created nothing of 
de agonizing sense of helplessness that 
a man new to battery fire feels when a 
shell fired from a battery that has found 
the range comes toward him. 


Noise Paralyzes Emotions. 

It whispers, it gurgies, it sobs, it 
chuckles, and it rattles, and it makes all 
those sounds with such pertinacity, such 
insolence, and such clarity that long be- 
fore it strikes it has taken all the heart 
and most of the sense out of the listener 
And in that statement, I think, lies the 
reason why during the progress toward 
us of the shell that struck inside the 
battery none of us was as frightened as 
he had a right to be. The ghastly sound 
and the sense of helplessness so confused 
the faculties that they were unable to 
function clearly even along the lines ot 
fear.

RUSSIA AROUSED 
BY WAR SCANDAL: 

INQUIRY URGED 
‘Duma Members Ask Why Of 


clal Indicted and Dis- 
graced Is Shielded. 


{BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

. PETROGRAD, April 22.—Who are the 
mysterious powers behind M. Sukhomli- 
not? What is the secret document on 
which he relies toclear him of the charges 
of graft, treagon, and gross negiect of 
duty? 

Again these questions form the chief 
tepic of discuasions since the duma has 
been prorogued, stopping short a mase of 
accusations voiced against the former 
Russian war minister. Answers replete 
with political scandal are whispered 
among the few on the “ inside,” and some 
of the sensational allusions made in the 
recent duma Sessions could not be pre- 
vented from eames their way into the 
public pres. 

Sukbomlinoff was removed last month 
from the council of the empire by im- 
peria) ukase. The formal charge placed 
against him is that he was responsible 
for the shortage of ammunition which is 
blamed for the great retreat of Grand 
Duke Nicholas last autumn. 


Indicted After Investigation, 

Sukhomlinoff has been arraigned before 
a judicial tribunal of the council of the 
empire, but the hearings have been in 
camera. A high commission which inves- 
tigated the shortage of ammunition 
charged Sukhomlinoff with illegal acts 
and submitted a recommendation for his 
indictment to the czar, who approved it. 

If utterances made in the duma are to 
be believed, there seems to be, indeed, a 
“ higher power behind the aceused sen- 
eral. 


Given Honor Despite Charges. 
After the grave charges had been pub- 
licly placed against him, a war council 
decree approved by the czar was issued 
naming a Russian town in Sukhomlinoff's 
honor. ‘This is one of the highest honors 
bestowed by the emperor and it was done 
in the face of the accusations of treason 
against the recipient. 

Thie extraordinary event was followed 
by the declaration in the duma by a 8o- 
clalist that it confirmed the rumors that 
Sukhomlinoff had in his possession a care- 
fully guarded letter, the contents of which 
meant his com@lete vindication. The as- 
sertion caused a sensation in the duma, 
but was not contradicted. Nation-wide 
indignation has been provoked by it, and 
there is a powerful movement on foot for 
a thorough Investigation. 


Assailed by Duma Members. 

Deputy Polovcoff is quoted in the offi- 
cial duma report as saying, with reference 
to Sukhomlinoff: 

“This criminal, who lured us all into 
this terrible war through his mendacious 
assurances that we were prepared, this 
man who tore the laurel wreath from the 
Russian army’s forehead and trampled it 
in the mire-of corruption and treason— 
where will the government throw this 
scoundrel?” 

Another member of the duma declared 
that formerly the country had only fig- 
ured with the incapacity of the ex-war 
minister, but now we all know that he 
knowingly lied when he spoke of the sup- 
plies of ammuntion and war material.” 

This member charged Sukhomlinoff 


with having ordered the destruction of} 
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1 quantities of aan: type. 
shortly before the outbreak of the war, 
and even afterward destroyed a mass of 
material, *‘ although he knew that Rusala 
was not provided sufficiently with in- 
fantry rifies.”

For portentous things were happening por- 
tents without parallel even in the terrible 


“twelve days” of July and August, 1914. 


Then the whole world—knowing little of the 
methods and means of modern destruction— 
was paralyzed as to normal industry and pal- 
sied to all new enterprise except the awful 
obsession of war; and now the world knew 
that war meant for the invaded nation destruc- 
tion ang ruin on a scale undreamed of before. 


Also in 1914 the world knew that the powers 


opposed were so equal that neither alliance 


might work its will upon the other, but now in 


1917, upon the neutral exchanges of Europe, 
American securities—the “standard” securi- 
ties of a few months before—were obliterated 


as things of value; and in America everywhere 


men displayed their terrors of the future. Be- 
fore noon, when a moratorium was declared in 
every state in the union, credit had ceased to 
exist. The men and women who had awakened 
to a morning of amazement before news office 
and bulletin board. crushed to the banks to 
withdraw their money, but they clamored use- 
lessly in the streets and beat upom doors which 
were closed and barred. And business—except 
the trade in the supply of the barest daily 
necessities and the manufacture of arms and 
munitions of war—was dead. The capitol 
cried to the country for aid, “ A million men 
between sunrise and sunset "—the million men 
who, as the country had been told to believe, 
would ward off all disaster. And in that day 
the country pledged to the capitol more than 
three hundred thousand men, a record for vol- 


untary enlistment under any similar condi- - 


tiuns; and, with the million soon to be as- 
sured, the country called to the capitol now 


for the protection promised if the volunteers 


came forward. 

So, in the cabinet room at the capitol, the 
chief of staff—his name was Stone—who was 
charged with the offering of a plan for the de- 
fense of the nation—and Rear Admiral Poe, in 


command of the navy, faced the president and 


his cabinet across a table upon which a large 
map was spread. The map showed North 


America and the western balf of the North, 


Atlantic ocean. Upon the continental section 
of the chart were chalked the numbers and 
location of the 300,000 men, including the mili- 
tia, who already had been raised to reinforce 
the 30,000 men of the regular army being mob- 
ilized in the east. At the mobilization point 
in each state was chalked the number of men 
“available ”:* Washington, 3,500; Oregon, 
4,000; California, 10,000; Texas, 8,000; Min- 
nesota, 10,000: Michigan, 8,000; Illinois, 18,- 
000; Louisiana, 3,000; Maine, 5,000; Ver- 
mont, 2,500; Florida, 4,000; and so on 
throughout the forty-eight states. 7 

“ Those figures mean of course,” the general 
said quietly, a proportion of from three to 
five absolutely green and untrained men. In 
some states the situation is even worse. Ne- 
vada has pledged men, but has bad not even a 
national guard organization for ten years. 
However, approximately one-third of the men 
now have rifles and uniforms; we can supply 
rifles to all the rest now enlisted. Entirely 
neglecting the problems of their equipment, 
drill, and training, the matter of their organi- 
zation and transport alone will require many 

” * 

As the chief of staff bad been speaking an 
aid had been laying down upon the sea section 
of the great chart a number of small seed 
shaped blocks. As the chief of staff gazed at 


them the eyes of the president and his advisers 
followed. 

What are those?” the secretary of the inte- 
rior inquired. 

The aid continued to lay down additional 
blocks as the general replied. “ Those are 
some of the transports of the enemy. Accord- 
ing to the figures which the general staff fur- 
nished the house some time ago, the number 
of the first expeditionary force sent to attack 
us was calculated to be in excess of 250,000 
men.

oughly trained troops, completely organized

“You have placed the transports where, ac- 
cording to our information, they were yester- 
day,” Stone said; he put his hand over the 
blocks and swept them toward the American 
coast. Today, of course, they must be 300 
miles nearer.” 

The president, as he gazed at the new posi- 
tion of the ships, wet his lips and clinched his 
hands. The secretary of war estimated again 
with his glance the distance of the enemy’s 
transports from the coast and the distance of 
the points inland upon which were marked the 
numbers of the militia levies. — 

“You will explain,” the president directed, 
“the plan of the general staff for the present 
contingency.” 

“That part of the plan already under the 
authority of the general staff is being carried 
out, as you see,” Stone referred to the map. 
“The coast defenses are being manned to 
their full capacity as rapidly as possible and 
adequate ammunition is to be supplied as quick- 
ly as it can be manufactured. The national 
guards of the coast states are being mobilized 
in their own states and will remain to de- 
fend their own states until the objective of 
the enemy is determined. The national 
guards of other states are being mobilized, 
as you see, in their own states, and as rap- 


_ idly as possible will be concentrated at a 


secret railroad center. The regular army is 
being reformed so that each battalion at peace 
strength shall be the nucleus of a regiment 
at war strength, forming a brigade, with the 
colonel as brigadier, the batallion command- 
ers as colonels, and corresponding promotion 
of other officers and noncommissioned officers, 
and with privates made noacommissioned 
officers. 

“The navy should at once be concentrated 
in Long Island sound and the national guard 
of New York, increased to war strength, 
should be sent to Long island. With this done 
and with the army concentrated at a point 
unknown to the enemy, it will not be feasible 
for him to make a landing south of Portland, 


Me., or north of Chesapeake bay without ex · 


posing himself to the double danger of a naval 
attack and a land attack at the moment of 
debarkation.” 

“With the probable result?” 

“That the enemy would have to land in a 
southern state, where he could do little mili- 
tary damage and where he should be left to 
roam, watched by cavalry which would de- 
stroy all railroads in front of bim until our 
army, equipped from the New England fac 
tories and hardened by training, is able to 
meet him in the open field.“ 

“ You mean to sacrifice the south?” 

The chief ot staff turned patiently to the 
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secretary of the navy. I mean to choose no 
section of our country for sacrifice,” Stone 
replied curtly. “I hope to force the enemy 


to occupy a section where, in addition to hav- 


ing to transport his munitions from over the 
seas, he will be obliged to bring all food for 
his soldiers also—a section which cannot be 
held by us if the northern Atlantic seaboard 
fall, but which may be redeemed if we hold 
our industrial centers. To prevent the enemy 
supplying himself from ofr storehouses, I ask 
that measures be taken at once to prevent 
foodstuffs from moving from the west into the 
seaboard states.” 

“And starve our civil population? The 
whole proposal is infamous!” 

The chief of staff flushed a Tittle under his 
tan and his hand on the table twitched. 


“What is your alternative -proposal?” he 


questioned the secretary of the navy. 
“To defend the whole seaboard!” 
“You mean to offer battle with the enemy 


at sea?’ 


The secretary of the navy haminered the 
table. “I mean to fight for the whole na- 
tion, if we lose every ship, before I would 
consent to cowardly locking our dreadnaughts 
into a sound for the protection of one group 
of states!” 

The chief of staff turned from the secretary 
of war to the admiral beside him. 

“The superiority of the enemy at sea—as 
reported by the Salem—is conservatively put 
at twenty-two to fourteen against us, is it 
not?” he questioned.

A couple of days during the week Mrs. 
Lane felt rather stiff and sore, having 
overdone her exercising a bit. A ten 
minute stay in the bathtub filled with

in trim again. Care must be taken when 
following this suggestion that you do not 
catch cold. 

The shower bath after exercising is im- 
portant, or a tub immersion lasting a 
couple of minutes, followed by a cool 
shower, may be taken.

large egg, boiled, 100 calories Eight 
hundred calories is a strict reducing diet 
and is sufficient to sustain the body dur- 
ing more or less strenuous exervising. 
Of course, you might consume more food 
and still reduce. But you will not re- 
doce as quickly as did Mra. Lane unless: 
you confine your diet to the allotted 800 
calories. Below I shall describe the exer- 
cises illustrated on this page and prac- 
ticed by Mrs. Lane during her third week's 
reduction work with me. 

Fig. 1. This is called the body bending 
exercise. Extend left foot forward afew 
inches and stiffen the knee; hold the body 
erect and raise left hand high above the 
head; then try to touch floor with your 
finger tips, bending the body from the 
waist. Repeat five times with left hand; 
reverse and do same movement with 
right hand and right foot extended à few 
inchés. Repeat five times at start. You 
will find at first it is not easy to touch 
the floor, but a few days" sticktoitiveness 
will make a marked improvement. This 
is excellent for watst reduction. 

Fig. 2—A. and B. Seat yourself on a 
stool with hands; at side of your waist 
and feet planted firmly on the floor. 
Fasten your eyes on some object ahead 
of you and up high.

wes HE generally awakened conscious 
ness of the fact that ll parts of 
the home must be considered as & 
whole rebels at the hit and miss 
aspect given to so many of our 
homes by having their window draperies 
widely varied as seen from the street. 
The curtains in different rooms neces- 
sarily are not in the same style or mate- 
Tial and too often the result from the 
exterior closely resembles a job lot, while 
the interiors may each one be entirely 


| gat'sfactory. ‘The living room may per- 


haps be furnished in Malian carved fur- 
niture ualling for curtains in old brocade. 
The front bedroom may be in light en- 
ameiod furniture that simply cries for 
chintz or cretonne, and the dormer win- 
dows at the top seem to require muslin. 
Then there are the side and back win- 
dows. The house may be conspicuously 
situated so that it can be seen from afar 
and a miscellaneous assortment would be 
an eyesore. : 
Must the inside effect be sacrificed to 


the outside? What can be done about it? 


Well, the answer is as simple as a. b. o. 
Line all of the inside draperies with the 
same material throughout the house. 

A preference as a curtain lining ma- 
terial is to be suggested in favor of 


stripes—pin stripes, broad stripes, or 


broken stripes. In many of the rooms 
the striped curtaining or other lining 
stuff will be used alone for inside dra- 
peries, as it is the same on both sides. 

In the height of its popularity is all 
material that is alike on the face and the 
reverse side. The choice of such fabrics 
is limited and they are in tremendous 
demand.

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The new double faced materials, while 
they are scarce, are lovely, easily out- 
rivaling chintz and cretonnes, which, 
however alluring they may be, require 
lining, and that, of course, involves in- 
creased expense because of the double 
amount of material and extra labor of 

At the sides of the accompanying sketch 
are four of the season's latest fabrics. 

The first is a lattice work of ivy lea vos 
ano berries ouflined in white on a green 
ground. . The simplicity of the pattern 
‘ts charming and is equally good as a cur- 
tain or a lining. For sun room windows 
unlined it affords.a pleasant substitute 
for the lack of vines outside the pane. 
This pattern is self-colored. 

The sample at the lower right side, also 
of linen, on a deep cream ground, has a 
“ine medieval pattern in contrasting 
color. It is alike on both sides. The 
pattern is carried out in light green, or 
brown, or blue, or terra cotta. ‘ 

The double faced fabric at the lower 
left side is in three colors. Tan ground, 
lavender flowers, and green leaves make 
one combination; dull blue ground, pale 
yellow flowers, and green leaves make 
another, and it is seen again with a light 
green ground, deep green leaves, and 
bluish pink flowers. The tones are soft 
and supposed to be fadeless.

A drawing of the right 
sort of ring is shown at either side of 
the sketch. It will be noticed that the 
brass extensions end in eyelets. The 
rings and ends are sewn to the inside of 
the curtain where it is laid in plaits 
They are, of course, not seen from the 
room, as they are kept on the side near- 
est the glass. 

As a rule the curtains should be of a 
length barely to touch the windowsill. 
The brass rings allow them to slide along 
the rods easily and so they are often 
drawn together at night in place of roller 
shades. They are placed just within the 
casing toward the room, not towards the 
window, if they are to hang to the sill 
only, but outside of the casing if they 
are to hang to the floor, the valence 
or lambrequin is always placed outside 
of the casing.

These 
foreign bred mounts include the two Peu- 
gets, imported late last season by the 
ownera of the Indianapolis speedway; 
two of the same make that will be 
driven by Ralph Mulford and Dario Resta; 
a fifth Peugeot that is without a master 
now that Bob Burman is gone; four De- 
lages that are the property of Harry 
Harkness, president of the Sheepshead 
Bay Speedway corporation; Ralph De Pal - 
mas Mercedes; the Delage which David 
G. Joyce of Chicago brought over from 
France for Barney Oldfield’s use, and an 


Baby Peugeot chase and a Sunbeam 
motor, also owned by Harry Harkness. 
Against thie foreign field of fourteen 
Uncle Sam will rely on at least eighteen 
cars to carry his colors to the front in the 
1916 speedway campaign. The mounts 
whose motors will sing “ America, I 
Leve Tou.“ as their exhauets bark de- 
flance to the Peugeot and Delage of 
France, the Sunbeam of England., and the 
Mercedes of Germany ere three Duesen- 
bergs, three Crawfords, three Frontenacs, 
three Mercefs, two Maxwells, two Pre- 
mier specials, an Ogren, and a Milac. 
There may be severel other mounts of 
Gomestic breed to defend the world’s 
speed honors that Stutz won for America 
last season, including the Ben Hur Spe- 
ciale that the Chicago speedway proposes 
to build; two Duesenbergs that the Sloux 
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job made in America 
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wells, the Ogren, the Milac, the five Peu- 
geots, two of the Delages, the Mercedes, 
and the two Sunbeams. These cars have 
been overhauled and rebuilt, however, in 
order to correct fauits in odnstruction 
that were brought out in 1915 competition.

—Yellowstone in Wyoming, Glacier in

The National Parkes highway is the link 
between the great lakes and Puget sound. 
From Ohicago to Seattle it measures 2,850 
miles. The road is open te automobile 
traffic from June 15 to Oct. 1. Judged dy 
its scenic attractions, it is far superior 
to the Lincoln highwey, and when it 
comes to road conditions neither of the 
rival routes can clajm much of ea ad- 
vantage. Although it crosses three of the 
highest mountain ranges on the conti- 
pent, at no point between Chicago and 
the Pacific ocean are excessive grades en- 
countered.

To prove that the National Parks high- 
way was a route of travel, not of travail 
in June, a relay of automobiles last year 
made the trip from Chicago to Seattle in 
ninety-elght hours. In June of this year 
another inspection trip will be made, the 
officials leaving Chicago on June ( for a

At the 
gheel of one of the first two cars ever 
dune by Henry Ford he made his debut 
and although he never had driven an 
gutomobile until the morning of the race 
he was victorious, defegting Alexander 
Winton, Windsor T. White, Harry Hark- 
ge, and Charles B. Shanks in a five 
mile event at Detroit and covering the 
distance in 5:28. 

That was Barney's first taste of gaso- 
line scented competition. He was one 
of the chosen of the gods of epeed, des- 
ted to shatter time and to become a 
headliner in a game that then was in its 
infancy. It was not long before he was 
crowned the king of dirt track drivers. 
He was the first man to crowd a mile 
within a minute on a dirt track, a won- 
gertul achievement in those pioneer days. 
Oidfield became a showman, a barn- 
giormer, a national character. 

For the first ten years of his career 
OWfield confined his activities to dirt 
track competition drives against time 
and exhibitions. He seldom was an en- 
trant In a road race, and when he did 
participate in such events he rarely was a 
contender. His most famous achievement 
in that decade was his mile time trial 
with the Blitzen Benz at Ormond-Day- 
tons beach, where he established the 
world’s record average of 131.75 miles 
per hour. 

In 1810 came the turning point in Old- 
eld career. He swallowed a bitter piil 
with beneficial results. For competing 
against Jack Johnson in an unsanctioned 
meet at the Hawthorne track, Chicago, 
de was disqualified by the American Au- 
tomobile association. Barred from com- 
petition except on outlaw tracks, he suf-

erus taken away from him by other 
drivers. The eclipse of his star was 
-omplete. ' 

When he was reinstated in 1912 Old- 
teld was a broken monarch. He had lost 
nis crown, but he had regained sometbing 
ar more precious, ambition—a determ!- 
nation to show the public that he was as 
great as his former press agents had said 
he was, His showing ih his first race 
after his regeneration was a surprise. A 
post entry in the grand prize at Milwau- 
sea, Be finished fourth with the Fiat.

Oldfield’s consistency in 1914 was a 
eature of that season.

Chart Teaches 
„ Tire Economy. 


N interesting chart which will ap- 
peal to all motorists has just been 
prepared by the Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber company of Akron, O., by 
which any tire user can readily 

ascertain his tire cost per mile. The de- 
vice is simplicity itself. Three columns 
are shown, denominated A, B. and C, 
showing respectively the initial tire cost, 
the tire cost per mile, and the tire mileage. 

To find the tire cost per mile the initial 
cost of the tire and the tire mileage re- 
ceived must be known. Then by stretch- 
ing a thread or rubber band from a point 
in the first column representing the initial 
tire cost to a point in the third column 
representing the tire mileage received, 
the tire cost per mile may be read at the 
point of intersection in the second col-

If congress were brave it would say that the 
question of service does not remain within ‘the 
choice of any citizen.

A NAVY GENERAL STAFF NEEDED. 
It has taken a particularly offensive case to make 

Congress suspect that civilian interference in tech- 
hical affairs is not for the good of the United States. 
Of course, not all secretaries of the navy have been 
as clearly bad as Secretary Daniels, but the dangers 
of -civilian political control of any specialized de- 
partment should have been obvious long ago. 

' Inasmuch as congress is so obtuse in these matters 
or so apathetie, Secretary Daniels may prove to be 
a great benefit to the country. A subcommittee of 
the naval affairs committee of the house is consider- 
ing the establishment of a permanent bureau of op- 
erations, with not less than. fifteen aids to the chief.

is the most important function that the 
tgan has. 

When milk enters the stomach the 
stamach juice clabbers it, converting the 
liquid into a solid. The gastric juice 
mext attacks the clabber, changing it 
from one form of albumin into another. 
Ig the albumin is in the form of meat 
tHe stomach walle break up the larger 
masses as the juice, acting chemically, 
converts the insoluble meat into other 
forms of albumin. 

It must not be understood that the 
albumin, N hen the stomach finishes with 
it, is ready for the tissues to use or is 
even digested. Digestion has only begun. 
The product as it leayes the stomach is 
acted upon by the other digestive juices, 
after which it is ready to be abeorbed, 
but yet not ready for the tissues. Still 
further changes must be made before it 
can be used. ; 

Recently a book was written to pro- 
mote a food fad. The author claims 
that by the use of vibration he is able 
to cause the food to pass directly from 
the stomach into the blood, and to the 
tissues. Of course, the vibration’ pro- 
duces no such effect, fortunately. Were 
the results of stomach digestion to pass 
directly into the blood the patient would 
promptly die. Peptome, the halfway di- 
gestion product of stomach digestion, is 
a poison. About this the poor food fad- 
dist, not being a man of education, and 
having worked out his fad before the 
days of public education in the ways of 


‘health, knew nothing. 


The stémach has no effect on sugars, 
starches, and fats. Bread, potatoes— 
that is, the starch part of them—and but- 
ter pass through the stomach unchanged. 
Summarizing, the stomach breaks up 
the.food, mixes it with saliva and gas- 
tric juice, and starts the digestion of one 
food—albumens (meat, milk, eggs, and 
such).

The cure does not consist in 
the use of medicine. Some people take 
pepsin, others take soda, others take va- 
rious forms of patent medicines. The best 
of these medicines is useless. The pat- 
ent medicines and soda are worse than 
useless—they are harmful. The cure for 
dyspepsia consists in right living. First, 


the diet must be changed so as to over- 


come constipation. Most cases of dys- 
pepsia disappear at once when constipa- 
tion is corrected. Next the eating habits 
must be changed. To begin with there 
must be a fast, eay, for two days; after 
that the food must be taken in modera- 
tion. It must be well chewed and slowly 
eaten. Water must be taken with the 
food and again about an hour later. 
Absolutely there must be no Korging 
with food, no enormous oVerdisterition of 
the stomach with food. 

Next, the habits of open air exercise 
must be changed. 

If this treatment does not cure the case 
of dyspepsia, then the case is not dyspep- 
sia at all. There is no use in continuing 


to regard it as such. It is some other 
condition located either in or out of the 


stomach. 

What may it be? In the first place, it 
may be the result of poison of some sort. 
The poison most frequently at fault 
is alcohol. The fault may be in the stom- 
ach itself. The stomach may be dilated. 
There may be ulcer of the stomach, or 
cancer, or the symptoms may be due to 
some form of neuralgia of the stomach. 
There is almost an even chance that 


the so-called dyspepsia may be due ta 


some condition away from the stomach. 


In such cases, although the stomach is 


the seat of the discomfort, it is as sound 
as any organ in the body. Ulcer of the 
duodenum gives symptoms which are 
usually diagnosed as stated a 


Probably the sotet frequent seat of 
such referred trouble is the gall bladder. 
Somewhere about one-fourth ot the peo- 
ple past middle life have some form of gall 
bladder trouble. Some have infected gall 
bladders. The bactéria picked up from 
the intestines are filtered out by the liver 
and thrown into the bile, In typhoid fever 
the bile always contains typhoid bacilli,

Whiles this is usually the case it 
is not always so. Sometimes the pain 
may be felt in the pit of the stomach. It 
is chronic appendicitis, however, which 
‘causes symtoms of dyspepsia. . 

We do not know much about the symp- 
toms of disease of the pancreas. The 
probabjlity is that most of the symptoms 
of chronic disease of the pancreas pass 
for dyspepsia. 

It is more than possible that adhesions 
around the intestines cause symptoms of 
dyspepeia. 


— 

Stomach symptoms may de dus to dis- 
ease in the chest. Every now and then 
there fs a case of pneumonia in which the 
only pain is a pain in the pit of the 
stomach. 

Dyspepsia is a Prominent symptom in 
certalg varieties of heart disease. The 
cause of so-called dyspepsia may be even 
farther away. 

Some of the earliest symptoms of loco- 
motor ataxia are in the stomach. Some 
patients starting locomotor ataxia have 
periodic attacks of viqlent pain in the pit 
of the stomach. Thes® pains may be ac- 
companied by vomiting. These attacks 
are much more violent than the symp- 
toms of an ordinary dyspepsia, but they 
are so similar to dyspepsia accompanied 
by neuralgia that mistake in diagnosis 
for a few months is the rule and not the 
exception. Between these attacks of 
pain the ataxic patient may have symp- 
toms of ordinary dyspepsia. 

Disease of the upper part of the spine 
in the earlier stages is characterized by 
pains in the pit of the stomach. The pain 
is very much like that of neuralgia of the 
somach with dyspepsia, ulcer of the 
stomach, ulcer of the duodenum, or gall 
bladder trouble. Mistaking tuberculosis 
of the spine for dyspepsia would be a fre- 


“quent occurrence if it were not that tu- 


berculosis of the spine is generally a dis- 
ease of childhood.

Why give the public the above infor- 
mation? Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple have dyspepsia. It is sometimes 
called the American disease. Dyspeptics 
mope along for years more or less ineffi- 
cient, uncomfortable, and unhappy. 

Dyspepsia is largely a matter of mind. 
Thinking about dyspepsia makes matters 
worse. Then why tell about it, and espe- 
cially why tell of these conditions which 
simulate dyspepsia? There are two rea- 
sons. Those who have dyspepsia and 
nothing more should know that they can 
be cured. In fact, that they can cure 
theselves. Instead of pouring medicines 
into their stomachs before and after every 
meal, they should change their habits. 
If a case of dyspepsia cannot be cured 
by proper habits of body and mind, then 
it is not dyspepsia in all probability. 
And that is the second reason for writing 
about it. The symptoms to a person 
skilled in diagnosis may point the way to 
a remediable condition. Why go through 
life uncomfortable and partly inefficient? 
Or they may be guideposts which show 
the presence of some disease, such as 
locomotor ataxia or tuberculosis of the 
spine—diseases the presence of which 
should be known as early as possible.
